Canadian far mers have become 


so concerned over economic losses 
suffered through weed infestations 
that they are expected to spend 
more than ten million dollars this 
year for the chemical control of 
weeds. 

Agriculturists now feel confident 
in recommending 2,4-D for eradi- 
cating wild mustard, stink weed 
and rag weed in cereal crops. Its 
use usually increases yields in -pro- 
portion to the mumber of weeds 
removed. 

Weeds like Wild oats and. fox- 
tail are unaffected by the new chem- 
ical weed killer. Ragweed and pig- 
weed can be killed at the seedling 
stage but become fairly resistant 
when more mature. 

Before treating with 24-D it is 
important to know whether or not 
the crop will resist the chemical. 

4S, beans, clovers and other 
leguines, sugar beets and most truck 
garden crops are easily damaged by 
treatment.

used for extensive improvements to the mountain parks at Banff and 
Jasper, Alberta, considerable sums have been allocated for work on the 
Prince Albert National Park in Saskatchewan, where $389,300 is to be 
spent, and on the Riding Mountain National Park in Manitoba where ex- 
penditures will amount to $487,000. Improvements are also to be mace in 
other parks in the West including Elk Island Park, the Waterton Lakes 
National Park, and Glacier Park, in Alberta; and in Yoho, Kootenay and 
Mount Revelstoke National Parks in British Columbia.

Hy courage American tourists to come to Canada this 
Tourist Trade year and to spend United States dollars in this 
country. The Canadian Rockies, and beauty spots in the Prairie provinces 
have for many years attracted people from all parts of the United States 
and no doubt the information that the national parks in these regions are 
to be further improved will encourage a great many American tourists to 
visit them this season. The full potentialities of Canada as a vacation land 
have not yet been fully developed, but in adding improvements to the many 
fine national parks, a further step is being taken toward making the most 
of this very valuable asset. 


New Method Of Irrigation 
To Substitute Ditch Method 


REGINA.—A new method of irri- 
gation by “artificial rain” was de- 
scribed by E. L. Gray, superintendent 
of water development, P.F.R.A., at 
a meeting of the northern Saskat- 
chewan branch of the Institute of 
Agrology in Saskatoon. 

This method—a substitute for la- 
borious ditch urigation—involves use 
of a system of pumps and fight, 
easily portable, aluminum or mag- 
nesium piping capable of throwing 
water as high as 150 feet and of cov 
ring a 30-foot strip each side of the 
pipe. The method is already being | 
used in the United States, said Mr.

Best protection against disease and 
pests is a healthy garden, grown 
from good disease-resigtant seed, 
well cultivated and free from weeds.

There are bugs that 
suck out the juices and the plant 
will wither. These must be attacked 
with a spray that will burn. Disease 
usually hits the plant cells and caus- 
es withering or rot in blackish spots. 
Chemicals like sulphur are. used in 
this case. Often one good treatment 
will be enough, but with things like 
leaf hoppers and potato bugs which 
lay eggs, two or three successive 
treatments to get the young ones 
will be needed. Most chemicals lose 
their potency in time, so a fresh sup- 
ply each season is necessary.

Canada Is Third Among World’ 
Seller Of Goods--Fourth In Buying 


(By The Canadian Press) 

Canada is third among the world’s 
sellers of goods, following the Unit- 
ed States and the United Kingdom, 
and the fourth among the buyers, 
following those two countries and 
France. 

This compares with her position of 
fifth among exporters and eighth 
among importers in 1938. 

Figures of this. sort are an old 
story to Canadians—up there near 
the top for a long time—so old that 
they may be inclined to forget what 
they mean, 

Some day Canadians have a sense 
of inferiority, which others deny 
vigorously, but if they have, it is be- 
cause they are playing in such a big 
league. They can’t be first in over- 
all figures in competition with the 
large populations of the United 
States and the United Kingdom. 
They can be first per capita in many 
things, but the very words per capita 
have a sound of the hazy realms of 
economics, 

However, it isn’t hazy economics 
that some 12,000,000 Canadians are 
setting up marks undreamed of by 
any similar number of people. True, 
in case they should think too much 
of themselves, they are 12,000,000 


people with the pood fortune of hav- 
ing a half-continent and its resources 
at their disposal.

Export Surptuses 

‘Large export surpluses of 4 
growing number of staple commodi- 
ties—fish, furs, wheat, lumber, news. 
print, gold and base metals — have 
been traded ‘for capital goods neces. 
sary to develop the economy. 

However: The growth of Canadian 
exports reflects the development from 
an economy based largely on wheat 
to one with a much greater variety 
and a high degree of industrializa- 
tion. 

In 1913 farm products, fish and 
furs made up nearly two-thirds of 
the value of Canada’s exports, rough- 
ly $280,000,000 of a total of $440,. 
000,000. 

By 1947, though this group had 
increased in value to nearly $1,000,- 
000,000, it constituted only a little 
over a third of all exports. Wood 
products and minerals, on the other 
hand, as a result of the development 
between two wars, made up almost 
half of the large 1947 total compar- 
ed with less than a third of the small 
figure of 1913. 

Manvfactured goods also have 
risen to a position of importance 
among Canada’s exports. In 1947 
nearly one-fifth of the total consist- 
ed of goods in this group as com- 
pared with one-eighth in the inter- 
war period and only about one- 
fourteenth in 1913.

Canadian Journal states that the

“It had a favorable effect on most 
progressive or stationary exudative 
pulmonary lesions, the effect being 
most evident in the: first 60 to 90 
days,” the editorial states. “But 
rarely did it produce a ‘cure’ and of- 
ten relapse occurred on withdrawal, 
some times even whilst treatment 
was going on. 


“The main value of streptomycin | 


in pulmonary tuberculosis appears to 
be as an adjunct to other measures, 
especially in certain acute phases in 
preparing for surgical] measures. It 
should not be used in minimal cases.” 

Concerning the value of streptomy- 
cin in treatment of the disease in 
other parts of the body, the Journal 
says that in tuberculous sinuses ‘‘the 


effects have been strikingly favor-| 
able,” and that perhaps “the type of | 


disease which responds most satis- 
factorily is the ulcerative form of 
trachebronchial and laryngeal tuber- 
culosis.”’ 

Miliary tuberculosis (acute gener- 
alized tuberculosis) was said to be 
amenable to streptomycin treatment 
and “it is felt that its mortality will 
be definitely lowered.” 

“The disadvantages of streptomycin 
are accentuated in tuberculosis be- 
cause of the length of the time it 
has to be used,” the Journal editorial 
comments, adding that there is some 
toxic reaction. 

The Journal says, “however, that 
the whole subject is receiving inten- 
sive study and the outlook is very 
well summed up in the concluding 
sentence of the Journal of the Am- 
erican Medical Association’s report:

Farm Machinery 
Imported From U.S. 


OTTAWA.—There are no prohibi- 
tions, controls, taxes or regulations 
forbidding or limiting the import of 
either new or used farm machinery 
from the United States into Canada, 
officials of the wartime prices and 
trade board stated. The only way 
in which such imports might be 
checked would be by a revision of 
the Canadian tariff act imposing 
duties’on farms machinery now im- 
ported free of customs and excise 
taxes.

Citrus Fruit Juice 
Source Of Vitamin C 


Drinking a daily glass of canned 
cranze or grapefruit juice is about 
the easiest way to be sure that the 
requirement for vitamin C has been 
met. The wish for variety some- 
times makes people choose from 
other kinds of canned fruit juices 
and nectars that are popular today, 
but none of these are as good choices 
for vitamin C or fer economy as the 
citrus juices. 

The vitamin C content of different 
juices varies widely from little or 
none at all in grape juice, apricot} 
nectar and prune juice to a full day’s| 
supply in a glass of citrus juice. 
Oranges and grapefruit are naturally 
high in vitamin C and retain most of | 
their vitamin content during the can- 
ning process, Other fruits have al 
much lower initial vitamin content| 
and the processed juice contains a 
comparatively small amount of the| 
vitamin, 

Pineapple juice is well-liked for its) 
flavor, but a glass of pineapple juice | 
will provide only a small part of the | 
daily requirement of vitamin C, and 
the cost of a serving is higher than | 
that of citrus juice. 

A comparison of the approximate 
cost of various juices purchased in 
large cans and the amount needed 
to provide a day’s supply of vitamin 
C shows that orange and grapefruit | 
juice are the most practical and the | 
least expensive sources.

The small Central American repub- 
lic of El Salvador is the first to hon- 
or Canada’s prime minister, Mac- 
kenzie King, with a portrait on a 
stamp, On the 15 centavos postage 
and 1 colon airmail values, Macken- 
zie King is shown with the late Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill.

Salvador has been issuing stamps 
since 1867, first stamps featuring the 
coat-of-arms.

More Columbus sets 
appeared the next few years. In 
1896 there was the first issue featur- 
ing some scenes in the country. 


Various overprints appeared the 
next few years, and in 1912 there 
was a long set of statesmen of the 
republic, to which more values and 
more portraits were added in the fol- 
lowing years. In 1924 there was an- 
other pictorial set, which was later 
ovérprinted for airmail use, featur- 
ing scenes in the country, a map of 
the republic, and historical events. In 
1925 there was a set to the fourth 
centenary of the founding of the city 
of San Salvador. The visit of Guate- 
mala’s president in 1929 brought a 
commemorative set, and the Third 
Central American Games a set in 
1935. A_set featuring natural pro- 
ducts was issued in 1935 also. 

The 150th anniversary of the Unit- 
ed States Constitution in 1938 was 
marked with a flag stamp, featuring 
the flags of Salvador and United 
States, The same year there was a 
long set on products of the country, 
and in 1940 a stamp to mark 100 
years of Britain’s postage stamps. A

Watch Fabrics That 
Are Flame-Resistant 


Although nylon which purports to 
be non-inflammable lives up to that 
dramatic claim, it is not wise to take 
this flame-resistance for granted. 

According to the makers of these 
textile fibres, each new finished ma- 
terial made with nylon must be test- 
ed for its own burning characteris- 
tics, 

Makers point out that undyed, fin- 
ish-free, all-nylon fabric, for example, 
will melt when exposed to flame, al- 
though it is self-extinguishing when 
the flame is removed, 

Nylon fabrics with special finishes 
may also burn, although it is claimed 
that the rate of burning is usually 
below that. considered dangerous by 
commercial testing laboratories. 

Slow-burning reactions for many 
mixed fabrics containing substantial 
percentages of nylon are also claim- 
ed. But because of the great variety 
of constructions and finishes to which 
nylon lends itself, no all-inclusive 
rules can be laid down for ity be- 
havior when exposed to flame,

HIS machine combines the fea- 
tures necessary for cut-off and 
mitre cuts as well as the conven- 
tional stationary blade rip-saw.

Replace Nascopie 
Has Been Let 


OTTAWA.—If there’s a ghost to 
the ill-fated Nascopie, the supply 
ship which foundered in Canada’s 
Arctic waters, it'll have difficulty 
spanning the huge $2,000,000 replace- 
ment the government is constructing. 

Contract for the 3,000-ton vessel 
already has been let to a shipbuild- 
ing firm at Levis, Que., where work- 
ers are tackling the streamlined plan 
transport department officials have 
blueprinted. 


Meanwhile, as construction goes 
on, the government has scraped to- 
gether a motley fleet of six boats to 
haul the thousand and one things 
needed by Eskimos and R.C.M.P. 
and other officers on northern fron- 
tier duty. 

Altogether the tonnage of the fleet 
will not amount to more than 1,500 
—only half that of the new transport 
department ‘Dreamboat” expected to 
ply the northern waters in the spring 
of 1950.

The diagrams will explain the con- 
struction of the outfit except for a 
few things. The frame must be kept 
square and rigid by careful bracing. 
One single brace on each side, ends 
and bottom should be enough, All 
bolts can be % in. carriage. 

The table can be made of 1% inch 
or % inch veneer or plain lumber, 
leaving a slot for the blade. Keep 
the machine narrow enough to go 
through a 30 inch door. 

The carriage is made of % inch 
water pipe screwed together very 
snugly. Be sure to stuff the upper 
ends of the long pipes with rags be- 
fore assembly to make it easy to 
pour the bearings later.

Because the Agricultural Institute 
of Canada is a professional organ- 
ization, it is not surprising that its 
new president has béen trained in 
three countries. But Dr. R. D, Sin- 
clair was born in the Canadian west 
when it was quite young, that 
needn’t make a man old today, and 
he returned from training abroad 
to spend his entire working career 
there. 

The Institute itself is stated to 
be - national organization of pro- 
fessional workers in agriculture 
whose united effort hag resulted in 
the advancement of Canadian agri- 
culture and the enhancement of 
their professional status. It is ac- 
tually some 28 years old, though not 
under its present name. Some may 
recognize it by its old title of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Ag- 
riculturists which was dropped in 
1945 at the same time as certain 
reorganizational measurese were in- 
corporated. Institute membership 
now stands at 2,100 and there are 
organized 23 branches one of these 
being in Great Britain. 

The Institutes annual meeting is 
scheduled to be held June 21 to 24 
at the Ontario Agicultural College 
at Guelph and it is here that Dr. 
Sinclair will take over his new of- 
fice. 

Dr. Sinclair was born at Innis- 
fal in 1892. He graduated from the 
University of Alberta in 1918. Then 
he went to the United States to 
take more advanced training at 
Towa State College. Next it was an 
overseas jaunt to Britain and the 
University of Aberdeen and finally 
Cambridge. 

Back home, his teaching career 
began at the Olds School of Agri- 
culture here. Then the was the as- 
sociate editor of the Farmers Ad- 
vocate. These stints were short how- 
ever and he rejoined his alma mater 
the University of Alberta in 1922 
as a member of its teaching staff.. 
Today he is the Dean of the faculty 
of agriculture there. 

Dr. Sinclair’ special field is ani- 
mal scince and he still occupies 
the position of professor of animal 
husbandry in addition to his duties 
as dean. 

He is also a member of the Na- 
tonal Advisory Committee and is 
the chairman of the National Swine 
Committee.
